The Rey. C. E. Wagner Exhorts 
Them to Argué for Their Religion. 


In a.sermon on ‘‘Dumb Christians” 
the Rev. C. Everett Wagner, pastor 
of the West Side Methodist Church, 
yesterday morning said:
